Washington — Premier Hara of 


Japan, is dead, following an attack 
of an.assas&in. the state department 
was advfeed Friday. 


The department received this offi- 


cial word from the American embas- 
sy in a Tokio cablegram timed at 10 
o'clock Friday evening. 


Word of Hani's death came within 


an hour after the state department 
had received an official report from 
the embassy timed 9 a. m.. that the 
premier had been stabbed by an as- 
sassin in the Tokia railroad station. 
The first message stated that Hara 
was "dead or dying." 


Widely Known 


Hara was widely known as the first 


commoner ever to head the imperial 
Japanese, government. Hara is presi- 
dent of the Seirokwai 
party, 
the 


party now in power. He was born in 
1S54 
at Morioka. He studied atNthe 


foreign language school and at the 
law college, and took to~ journalism 
as a member of the staff of the Hochi 
Shimbun. 
He went to Korea. as_a 


newspaper correspondent with Mar- 
quis Inoue. in 1S82. 
Later 
Hara 


entered the foreign office as consul 
at ..Tien Tsin, 
wns 
secretary and 


charge 
in Paris in 1S86 and after- 


wards Count Mutsu's private secre- 
tary when Mutsu~ was 
minister of 


agriculture and commerce. 


Hara was later director of the com- 


mercial bureau of the foreign office, 
was promoted to vice minister in 1893, 
was made minister to Korea in 1896, 
when ho resigned and became chief 
editor of the Osaka Mainichi. He be- 
came minister of communications in 
1900, 
then chief editor of Osaka Shin- 


to. and minister' of the-home depart- 
ment ,under^the Saipn^-i- cabinet-' ihi 
1906-1908. He was ' home 
minister 


again and president of the .imperial 
railway board in 1911-1913 and became 
home, minister for^ the third time~'in" 
1913.

Had Political Fights 


As the ^esult of the appointment of, 


the Japanese delegates to the "Wash- 
ington, conference. Premier Hara has 
recently had a* bitter political fight 
with the military party in Japan. * 


Among the delegates appointed-.was 


Admiral'Kato. .minister of the navy- 
In his absence. Premier Hara pro- 
"posed to "act as minister of marine. 
This precipitated-a political struggle 
during which " General 
Yamanashi, 


minister of war. informed the premier 
that if he "attempted to serve as1 act- 
ing navy minister he would resign 
the war portfolio. 
- ."» 


The difficulty over, this point arose 


from the fact that the Japanese law 
contains a'clause providing'that the 
ministers of the navy'and war must 
be navy or army officers. Further- 
more, under Japanese law. these two 
officials have the right to appeal di- 
rect to the emperor, a privilege not 
enjoyed by the premier himself.

' Washington—Simple words do not 
always have'simple meanings. For in- 
stance, the' official title 'of the 
big 


conference is "Limitation of Arma- 
ment." Popularly the gathering has 
been erroneously called :i "dibarma' 
ment conference". ' "What's the dif- 
ference between "disarmament" ajid 
'.'limitation of armament?" President 
Harding and his associates have de- 
clared they do not believe in com- 
plete disarmament—the scrapping of 
all armies <uid navies. They believe it 
impracticable. America would never 
disarm alone. Xor would the rest of 
the'world be likely to do so. As wall 
might cities agree to abolish tire de- 
partments because the 
number of 


fires wore gradually being diminished. 
. Mr. Harding feels that a police jforce 
is always' necessary." In other words 
if armament should 
be reduced it 


should never pass below the line of 
domestic, safety. But while disarma- 
ment isn't intended, it is also inter- 
esting to reveal the fact that "limita- 
tion of armament" has a technical 
meaning in naval parlance and so has 
"reduction of armament." Naval ex- 
perts have the same attitude as law- 
yers toward 
legal 
phrases. 
They 


have reasoned it_ out that limitation 
of armament, for 
instance, means 


scrapping i-hips now in service but 
really obsolete. Each 
navy has a 


number of vessels. Once they were 
first lino figtitin^, craft. ,->"ow they 
are relegated'to ihe.rtaf, butjcyery 
nation -keeps" sailors""on 
them Tand 


spends a. lot of money in maintenance. 
No one nation likes to throw^away 
these obsolete ships Uf the other na- 
tions keep them. So limitation would 
mean abolishing by common consent 
the expense of obsolete ships.- That 
could oC course be accomplished with- 
out^any special agreement about new 
construction. It's the le:ist that th« 
coming conference can do. 


Curtail New Construction 
^ 


-•As for "reduction of armament, 
this term means actually limiting tlu 
new construction to the vessels now 
building and limiting new appropria 
tlons.only to the replacement of ob 
solcte, ships. A special convention or 
treaty would fix the period of obso- 
lescence so that a, vessel built in 1921 
could for example be automatically re- 
placed in 1031 and so on. 
• But how can armament be limited? 
ThH correspondent has canvassed the 
likhest army and navy officials. They 
talk in terms, of relativity. If Amer- 
ica, ccjises building ,so many ships, so 
shall .the others. If America gives up 
so many fortifications so shall the 
others. 'And so on. But the navy 
men ,-idmit that in the end the propor- 
tion of strength between the large 
powers will remain the same. They 
sec no other way out of it. 
Thc> 


concede the necessity for a reduction 
of the financial burden but they 7.eal 
ously insist on holding the Unite.; 
States as the second naval power if 
not the first. 
Undoubtedly British 


policy will be the same. Japan would 
be prevented from catching up with 
America or passing the United States 
and menacing the British sea power, il 
such a stupendous' job could really be 
borne by Japanese pcojrte which i« to 
be doubted The Japanese however, 
would bo checked—America, and En^

Its elimination 
would mean a stabilization of money rates, 
benefiting debtor and creditor alike, one 
of whom alw3ys,suft'ers under present cou- 
ditions. Jt would mean an equitable ar- 
rangement pf .labor problems'and an as- 
surance of a steady market for form 
products. 


Today is the day to realize the existence 


Qf the cycle. AYe have been in the valley 
and are starting ixn the long slow- path, up 
the slope to prosperity. AVith increased 
kupwledge. with a will to-work, we may 
bridge these valleys and our route will be 
level and pleasant. There will he work 
enough for all of us. and enough problems 
in maintaining the bridges to keep us put 
of mischief. 


A wellrknown writer says: "The btisi-. 


ness cycle thrives on uncertainty. The bet- 
ter it is understood and the more widely 
diffused is-knowledge concerning it. the 
less.'.harmful it will be. If bankers.and 
business men should do their par-t towards 
collecting data and should keep themselves 
reasonabiy*well posted'as to the apprgxjm/ 
ate position'-of their respective businesses ' 
in the current cycle, all this would result 
in a material flattening out of the cycle 
curve.1'

.staple of tfie American'. Indians, who 
used "to pV>ddle" through the marshes 
in "their canoes and shatter tho grain 
jiito the boat with their paddles.
